Identi- 
fication of Boyle as ''Mr. Joues" and 
of the woman cs "the nurse" by Willie 
Whitla at a late hour Wednesday aft- 
ernoon was complete and positive. 


Served Upon Prisoners. 


A copy ot the indictment was served 


upon Boyle and his wife at the central 
police station and they were formally 
placed uncler arrest by Sheriff Hirst- 
ius.

Prosecutor 
Believes 
Beyle 


and Wife Alone in Crime. 


Sharon. Pa., March 25.—After an 


investigation into the circumstances 
surrounding the kidnapping of little 
Billy Whltla. District Attorney Lin- 
inger believes he has stripped the 
case of all mystery and that James 
H. Boyle and his wife, now prisoners 
in the Cleveland jail stand revealed 
as the only criminal participants in 
the taking away of the Whitla boy. 
The county prosecutor sent papers to 
Governor Stuart at Harrlsburg today 
to extradite Boyle and his wife to 
Mercer county from Ohio on charges 
of kidnapping. 


Governor Harmon is expected to re- 


ceive the extradition papers on Satur- 
day morning. 
Boyle and his wlte 


will probably be brought to the coun 
ty jail at Mercer on Sunday. District 
Attorney Lininger said today that 
tho Whitla family did not know Mrs. 
Boyle and he believed that only 
Boyle and his wife were concerned 
In the crime. 


District Attorney Talks. 


Mr. Lininger said today: "The case 


now resolves itself into the simple 
kidnapping of the 
Whltla boy by 


Boyle and his wife. 
1 will not say 


positively that they did not have ac- 
complices, but this much Is certain, 
Mrs. Boyle has no relations or affilia- 
tions with any of the Whltla family, 
numerous reports to that effect not- 
withstanding. 
Mrs. Boyle Is a cute 


woman and her remark that "there 
would be hell In Sharon when' Buhl 
finds this out" was done to cast sus- 
picion ' on others and possibly miti- 
gate her own ofEense. I charge both 
the Boyles with kidnapping in this 
state. 
They will be brought to the 


Jail at Mercer and after their formal 
arraignment will be held for the ac- 
tion of the grand Jury which meets 
the third Monday in April. I have 
heard that Mrs. Boyle has been in- 
dicted for kidnapping in Ohio, but thn 
legal phase of the developments.I do 
not care to discuss.

A Case in Point 


In two previous Talks we have noted especially the important parts that 


DEPEECIATION and INEFFICIENCY play in determiningthe value'of an 
electrical plant. 


No better illustration could \\c have than comes to hand today from Clinton, 


Massachusetts, as noted in the Electrical World. 


The committee appointed by the town of Clinton, Mass., to investigate and ad- 


vise with reference to the purchase and operation of the local lighting plant has 
reported unanimously that such a plan is at present financially impractical.. 


The consulting engineer of the committee was Mr. James H. Vail, of New 


York City, who made a special report on the whole lighting, situation,.- advising 
against municipal ownership, after a study of the conditions. 


The present central station and gas business is handled by the Clinton Gas. 


Light Company. In 1908 the capital stock of the company Avas' $123,000, "with 
funded indebtedness of $110,000 and a floating indebtedness of $46,060. The gross 
receipts for 1908 were $28,956 for gas and $34,142 for electricity, or a total business 
of $63,098. 
" 
. 


The reports show that the business has not been operated with large financial 


success in proportion to the stated investment of the company.. 


Mr. Tail called attention to the fact that if the town should purchase the 


property material economics would have to be applied to secure better results and 
NEW MONEY MUST BE EXPENDED to improve the equipment and obtain a 
higher degree of economic administration. 


The present electric plant and system are, from an economic point of .view, 


very inefficient as compared with a modern type of apparatus. On account of this 
condition it is evident that before long it will be UNECONOMICAL to continue 
operations with the present equipment. 


New constructions and extensions must be financed fron\ year to year; new; 


business must be canvassed and ;ill the new- money expended should earn TWICE 
THE INTEREST charge or its expenditure, is not justified. 


The business must be strenuously developed to the end of increasing the 


gross receipts. 


Tho company started in 1904. Today the estimated cash value of the plant is 


$142.610. But it'could be replaced, it is estimated, for $102,805. While the esti- 
mated value based on the usefulness of the plant and operating system, deduct- 
ing a'conservative amount for depreciation, is $89,545. 


Already there is such a lack of efficiency in the plant that iii the electric sys- 


tem, 
with gross receipts o!;' $34,142, operating expenses of $24,582,' and a net rev- 


enue of $9,560. the ratio of operating expenses to gross earnings is 72 per cent. 
The net revenue for both gas and electric systems is $.11,638. If the entire plant 
aud system'were sold to the town at the company's price the bond interest at 4 
per cent with deduction for the net revenue stated above would show a deficit of 
$6,762. 


In other words, the neglect of proper renewals of impaired equipment and of 


the adoption of later and more efficient electrical mechanism and devices have 
made the plant in five years from the organization of the company unprofitable to 
the owners aud undesirable in the market.
